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THE  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SYNOD.

The  Resolution  passe<l  by  a  portion  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  relating  to  a  projocteil  union  bet\v(;en  King';* 
and  Dalliousie  (.'olleges,  deals  with  niattiU's  wliich  possess  inherent 
oV)jections  and  difficulties  to  the  scheme  proposed,  liiiherto  con- 
cealed from  or  unrecognized  by  the  public. 

This  is  the  Resolution  agreed  to  by  the  Dio6(>san  8ynod  of 
Xova  Scotia,  wliich  is  privilegeil  by  an  act  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature, passed  in  1883,  to  send  two  of  its  members  to  the  Govern- 
ing liodyof  King's  College  : — 

"His  Lonlship  the  Rishop,  in  his  opening  address,  having  pointe<l  out 
the  peculiar  p<isition  hehl  by  King's  (."oUege,  in  consequence  of  its  possess- 1 
ing  a  royal  charter,  the  Synod  desires  to  express  its   approval  of  actif)nl 
lienig  taken  with  a  view  of  extending  to 'other  colleges  in  the  Uoniinion  the' 
advantages  of  such  position,  and  would  reconiniend  thelioaivlof  Govenioi'S 
to  endeavor  its  accomplishment. 

"And  tluxt  the  Board  of  Governors  of  King's  College,  Windsor,  1)0  re- 
(juested  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  confer  with  the  lioard  of  (iovernois 
of  Dalhousie  College  with  the  object  of  carrying  out  a  scheme  of  consolida- 
tion of  the  respective  colleges." 

It  is  thought  probable  that  the  Bishop's  presentation  of  the 
])eculiar  position  of  King's  College,  in  conserjuence  of  its  possessing 
a  Royal  Charter,  which  led  to  the  discussion,  was  misunderstood, 
or  it  may  be  that  the  presentation  of  the  matter  was  itself  erroneous 
and  misleading. 

The  Site  of  King's  College. 

Subjoined  is  the  special  condition  in  the  Charter  which  tixes 

the  site  of  the  University  and  College  in  the  town  of  Windsor. 

"Know  ye,  therefore,  that  we,  of  our  especial  grace,  certain  knowledge 
"and  mere  motion  have  willed,  ordained  and  granted,  and  do  by  these 
"presents  for  us,  our  heirs,  and  successors,  will,  ordain  and  grant,  that 
"upon  the  said  land,  and  in  the  building  or  buildings  so  erected,  or  to  be 
"erected  thereon  at  our  Town  of  Windsor  in  our  said  Province  of  Nova

"Scoti  I,  tliure  sluill  l)e  cstiililiHlicd  fuf)in  this  time  niu;  Cullegt!,  tlif  Motlit-r

Tlu;  (lliiuior  I'lutluT  (lelincs  the  Degree  conferriug  power  in  tin' 
I'ullowiiig  terms  : — 

TnK  I)i;okf;f,  UoNr'KkFUNi;  Powkii. 

"And  that  the  students  in  tlie  said  CoUnjt  s1;,hII  liiive  lil)eity  and 
"faculty  of  taiiing  tiie  ilegrees  of  llaciudor,  Master  jiiid  l)octor  in  the 
"sevenil  Aits  ami  Faculties  at  tiie  appointed  times:  and  shall  haw  lilieity 
"WITHIN  TiiKMSKlA'Ks  of  pcrfoiiiiing  all  scholastic  exercises  for  the  eoiifei- 
"  ring  such  degrees  in  such  inanner  as  shall  he  ditceted  liy  the  statutes, 
"rules  and  ordinances  of  the  fnid  Colhi/t.'' 

It  thus  happens  that  the  Charter  fixes  th(j  ColU>ge  at  ^Vin(]^^or, 
and  gives  to  the  Society  at  Windsor  only,  (that  is  the  8tud(!nts  in  a 
Collegiate  sense)  the  power  of  conftirring  degrees  at  Windsor 
alone.  Tlie  Charter  does  not  endtoily  a  condition  that  the  location 
may  be  changed,  or  that  other  Collegiate  iSocieties  shall  (injoy  the 
])rivileges  it  confers  on  King's  College,  Windsor.  Iherefore,  tin- 
first  clause  of  the  resolution  adojited  by  the  Synod  is  incompatible 
vith  the  secopd  clause,  nides>i  DalliouHlt  t/oes  to  WhuLsor  and  is 
joined  to  King's.  Should  King's  go  to  Halifax  in  conseiiuence  of 
this  Kesolution  of  the  Synod,  the  Charter  would,  de  facto,  l)e  de- 
jstroyed. 

A  like  change  was  mooted  some  years  ago  in  another  Canadian 
College  enjoying  a  lioyal  Charter,  wdien  a  similar  discovery  was 
made,  ■which  effectually  put  an  end  to  the  projected  chaugt;  of 
location. 

The  Act  of  the  PiioviNciAi.  Assemiua. 

In  1852  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assen)l)lv  of  Xova  Scotia 
repealed  the  act  of  George  the  Third  founding  the  College,  but  re- 
tained the  conditions  in  the  Koyal  Charter,  "  except  so  far  as  may 
be  necessary  to  gave  eifect  to  this  act." 

This  act  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Legislature  of  1852,  declares  that 
the  Governors  "shall  be  a  botly  politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and 
in  name,  and  have  a  common  sral  and  succession  for  ever,  by  the 
name  of  Governors  of  King's  College,  Windsor,  and  by  tluit  name 
fihi  11  nif  ke  by  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  regulation  and  manage- 
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iiH'iil  of  tlie  f'oUe^'i',  tVc,  iV'c  "  TIic  act  also  conliniis  the  ri^'htand 
[luwoiH  of  tlie  (luvcniurH  of  Kin;^''.>  L'uUege,  Windsor,  to  recoivt;  and 
enjuv  for  tli(;  benetit  of  tliu  said  Colle^'e,  floods,  chatti'ls  and  lands, 
tu  sell,  lease  and  iiiortgajjfo  property  of  all  kinds  fur  the  beni'tit  of 
King's  C'ollege,  Windsor,  and  nu  otla-r. 

The  Thust  Fl'nm>s. 

l)uring  the  pa^t  century  the  rights,  conferred  by  CharttT  ami 
Act,  have  been  exercised  to  a  very  large  extent,  and  art;  being  con- 
tinually exercised.  The  Trust  Funds  received  and  eiijuyed  by  tht! 
Governors  for  the  benefit  of  King's  College,  Windsur,  amount  at 
the  present  time  to  $151,807,  yielding  interest  to  the  annual  valur 
of  89,054.  These  T'-ust  Funtls  are  wholly  indepcjndent  of  College 
)iioi»erty  at  Windsor,  valued  at  j^l20,0()0  more,  thus  Jiiaking  the 
total  value  of  the  proi)erty  of  the  Tniversity  of  King's  College  now 
held  in  trust  hy  the  Governors  to  exceed  8-70,(»(»0.  Details  of  tiie 
Trust  Funds,  yielding  over  •J,000  dollars  annual  interest  are  given' 
in  the  College  Calendar. 

This  enumeration  i]ooi*  not  include  the  value  of  C'ollegiate 
iSchool  property,  more  especially  referred  to  hereafter.  The  School 
is  in  connection  with  King's  College,  and  its  buildings  are  situated 
on  Coll(!ge  lantls.  Nor  does  this  enumeration  include  the  Hodgson 
be(pic8L  of  830,000  hereafter  noticed. 

Apart  from  these  University  and  College  Trust  Funds  and  pro- 
peides,  it  is  [.rojier  to  mention  that  for  several  years  past  the  Kesi- 
deut  Governors,  acting  under  authority  from  the  full  Ijoard,  have 
collected  several  thousand  dollars  for  the  n^storation  and  imi)rove' 
ment  of  the  buildings  and  [)reservation  of  the  property  of  the  (Col- 
lege. At  the  present  moment  eleven  hundred  dollars  of  this  con- 
ditionally accumulated  fund  remain  to  bo  devoted  to  the  purposes 
for  which  the  contributions  have  been  besougiit  and  kindly  given. 
The  liesident  Governors  are  not  disposed  to  api>ear  as  supplicants 
for  a  beneficent  i(Ur]>ose  one  y^;ar,  and  the  next  year  veer  round  and 
devote  the  proceeds  to  another  purpose  with  different  aims.  Utility 
r('/'6'?<6'sentimentisafair  and  reasonable  antagonism, but  I'KIXCIPLE 
opposed  to  convenience,  self-interest  or  partizanship  must  triumph 
over  the  most  persistent  attacks. 
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Effect  of  the  Resolution  of  the  .Synod, 

This  in(!omi»atil)lo  roHolntion,  s\iilil<inly  Hi>run;j;  upun  !\  section 
of  tho  Synoil  near  thn  close  of  its  meetings  fin<l  after  a  largo  uunibi.'r 
of  iMcnibors  had  left  for  their  homes,  practically  iuvitcfs  the  Oovor- 
nors  of  tho  University  of  King's  College,  ami  tho  (Jullegiate  School, 
to  abuse  tho  Trusts  imposed  on  them  by  their  individual  accoj)t- 
ance  of  tho  otfico  of  Governor.  In  point  of  fact  it  asks  them  to 
alienate  largo  ami  sacred  Trust  Funds  ;  to  ignore  all  tho  conditions 
attached  to  their  enjoyment ;  to  infringe  and  treat  with  con- 
tempt the  most  sacred  laws  binding  Trustees.  It  ignorantly  solicits 
them  to  destroy  tlio  Itoyal  Charter,  whoso  advantages  tho  Resolution 
certifies,  and  which  tho  supporters  of  the  Ilesolution  seek  to  gra.^+p 
and  secure  for  themselves  or  friends. 

This  incompatible  Resolution  is  fortified  by  an  ecjually  incom- 
patible Educational  Report,  signed  by  seven  clergymen  and  laymen, 
one  of  these  being  a  Governor  of  King's  College,  therefore  having 
no  part  in  this  defence  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  or  the 
Collegiate  School.  This  is  the  Report  of  the  Educational  Com- 
mittee. 

Report  of  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  they  have  no  rejwrt  of  work  done  in  the 
turthcanoe  of  the  great  (juestion  of  church  education  to  present,  and  they 
would  hardly  trouble  the  Synod  with  a  report,  except  that  they  have  a 
recommendation  to  make  which,  if  acted  upon,  tiiey  believe  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  have  an  important  and  favorable  influence  upon  future  efibrta 
for  the  extension  of  our  educational  work,  Tiiey  refer  to  tlie  question  of 
the  consolidation  of  King's  College  with  Dalhousie  College  in  the  city  of 
Halifax. 

Looking  at  the  comparatively  straightened  spheie  embraced  by  King's 
College,  in  consetpience  chiefly  of  its  lack  of  funds  to  provide  the  needed 
staff  and  apparatus  for  the  extended  work  of  a  University,  and  at  the  liberal 
proposals  matle  by  the  authorities  of  Dalhousie,  they  respectfully  urge  the 
great  desirability  of  such  consolidation,  believing  that  it  will  result  in  a 
larger  opportunity  of  educational  influence  upon  the  great  body  of  our 
church  members,  not  only  in  the  literary  and  intellectual  advantages  to  be 
secured  for  them,  but  also  in  the  religious  training  to  be  united  with  these. 
It  appears  probable  that  the  consolidation  would  give  to  the  church  the 
following  ailvantages  : 
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1.  A  hall,  chiipol  and  college  building  in  Halifax,  whore  tliP  teaching 
lUld  discipline  of  tlic  church  would  lie  carried  on,  making  King's  College 
l)oar  the  B<inie  r)*lation  to  Dalhriitsie  that  Keble  College  beam  to  Oxford 
UniverHity,  with  this  advantage  on  the  Hi<le  of  King's  -that  in  so  far  as  ttri 
atudonts  for  the  niiniatry  of  the  church  ure  concerned,  it  would  confer  it)« 
own  «livinity  degrees. 

2.  Its  students  would  have  all  the  advantage!!  of  attendin;.'  tlie  Dal- 
liousie  arts  tMUirse,  in  which  are  coinpriftod  not  only  the  cducati<  appli- 
ances of  a  University  fully  e<|iiipped  ;  hut  also  that  competition  >  I  social 
intercourse  with  nnmorous  compeers  which  forms  so  large  antlbeneticialait 
element  in  the  training  atlbrde<l  by  university  life. 

Vour  Committee  therefon;  earnestly  hope  that  the  way  to  bring  alH)ut 
this  consolidation  will  be  found,  believing  that,  amongst  its  collateral  ad- 
vant.igos,  will  be  a  very  consitlerable  stinuilns  to  church  education  in  the 
city  of  Halifax,  but  intluencing  the  whole  Province,  from  which  will  prn- 
hubly  result  a  nuich  needed  addition  to  our  educational  meanS'-the  estal) 
lishmunt  of  collegiate  schooU  for  Uiy.s  and  girls.

It  will  be  obscived  that  the  material  advantages  the  Kdiica- 
lional  Coniinitteo  anticipates  from  consolidation  are  .summed  up  in 
"A  Hall,  Chapel  and  College  Building  in  Halifax,"  supplemented 
by  "The  establishment  of  Collegiate  Schools  for  Boys  and  Girls." 
Its  collatenil  moral  advantage.**  are  stated  to  be  "  a  very  consider- 
able stimulus  to  Church  Kducatiou  in  the  city  of  Halifaxy  But 
before  this  consummation  can  be  considered  it  is  necessary  to 
Moigh  well  the  further  responsibilities  of  the  Governors  of  King's 
College  in  regard  to  the  Old  Endowment  Fund,  the  New  Endow- 
ment Fund,  Nonnnations  and  Bequests  to  King's  College,  concern- 
ing which  the  ellect  of  this  Committee's  Keport  is  either  to  alienate 
or  to  destroy  with  other  Trusts  already  enumerated. 

The  Old  Endowment  F'uxd  of  1854. 

The  Calendar  of  King's  College  for  the  year  1855  contains  a 
brief  notice  of  the  efforts  made  in  that  year  to  raise  forty  thousand 
dollars  as  a  permanent  l^ndowment  of  that  Institution.  In  one 
year  the  exertions  of  the  Governors  and  Alumni  were  successful. 


In  tin;  (Jalouilai  uf  IS.J.'i  tlii!  ntatotih-iit  in  imvlf  that  llic  Kiiii-I  li.il 
hotiH  invcHtotl  for  tliu  bout'tit  of  tho  College,  and  that  the  (JovornuiM 
thanketl  tho  donors  for  "  reselling  from  itnpending  •lissoliition  i\ 
iSeiiiinary  of  vital  iini>ortanc(!  to  tho  (Jliurch  of  Hiiglund  in  thin 
I'lovince  in  piirticiilar,  as  well  as  to  tliu  country  at  Luge."  Tho 
raising  of  this  Fund  was  siM'ci.illy  conditional  ;  tlu!  coniiitions  be- 
ing stati;d  in  the  Keport  of  the  Kxecutive  Oorninittee  ot  the  Ahuiiiii 
for  the  year  l8'»4-r).?,  and  aro  published  in  tlio  rniversity  (Jalm- 
dar  for  that  year. 

Th(!se  conditions  involve  the  purchased  right  to  nouiinato  students 
to  King's  College,  Windsor,  "to  pass  through  the  Institution  free 
of  fees." 

The  Nominations. 

There  are  still  no  los.s  than  lifty  nominations  to  King's  (Col- 
lege now  in  force,  each  one  of  which,  when  granti.'d  to  a  student 
gives  to  him  the  privilege  of  taking  a  full  Arts  counso  without  any 
charge  for  admission  to  loctur(^s.  These  nominations  are  worth 
i^\()'2  for  each  nominee  tluriug  his  three  years'  course.  The  nomi- 
nations are  puik.'IIaseu  kujuth,  being  now  held  by  individuals,  trus- 
tees, Hectors  and  Churchwardens  of  several  parishes,  certain  Hec- 
tors of  [)arishes,  and  executors.  The  total  vahu;  of  tho  nominations 
is  .So, loo  every  three  years. 

The  liesolutiou  of  the  Synod  and  the  lie  port  of  the  Educa- 
tional Committee,  in  point  of  fact,  ask  no  less  than  eighteen  Clergy- 
nu'n,  Hectors,  and  Hectors  and  Churchwardens  to  give  up  their 
trust,  and  sacrifice  Kings  College,  a  century  old,  with  property 
worth  8300,000,  and  all  Historical  Associations,  to  build  "a  Hall, 
(Jhai)el  and  College  building  in  lialifixx  where  tho  teaching  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  Church  would  be  carried  on."  What  teaching,  what 
discipline  can  be  expected  to  issue  from  such  beginnings'? 

The  New  Endowment  Fund. 

A  furtluir  objection  to  the  Synod's  hasty  action  is  patent  to  all 
in  the  gathering  of  the  new  Endowment  Fund.  The  printed  cir- 
cular issued  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
the  Alumni  comprehend;!  the  following  sjtriking  conditions  which 
for  ever  fetter  tlie  application  of  this  Fund.

The  I>EgLKMTs. 

l)Ut  tlie  Synod  Resolution  and  Report  of  the  Kducational  (Com- 
mittee create  a  further  strain  upon  the  inborn  s(;use  of  i»rinciple 
nuil  honest  dealing  which  christian  men  seek  to  cultivate.  The  late 
Rev.  (r.W.  Hodgson,  a  name  all  revere,  bequeathed  ^lil »,()(){» to  King's 
(College,  Windsor,  one  young  and  valued  life  alone  intervening, 
before  the  munificent  gift  can  be  realiziid.  This  great  gift  is  to  be 
sacrificed,  and  that  good  deed  is  to  be  slighted  by  those  who,  with 
imperfect  knowledge  of  the  whole  matter,  join  in  the  attempt  sug- 
gested in  tho  second  clause  of  the  "  Resolution'  and  in  the  '•  Kdu- 
cational Committee's  Report." 

A  generous  benefactoi,  Mr.  Roach,  (Kngland).  still  alivi ,  has 
donated  iiOO  pounds  sterhng  to  the  Cruveruors  of  King's  (College, 
in  Trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  College  at  Wind.-^ur. 

The  RE.spoNHiHii.mE.s  of  the  Govehnors. 

With  these  facts  in  view,  it  is  very  difiicult  for  responsible 
trustees,  .such  as  tlie  majority  of  the  present  Governor,"  of  King's 
College,  to  reconcile  propositions  so  monstrou.-^  u?  those  involved  in 
the  proposed  alienation  of  the.se  Trusts,  with  a  proper  sense  of 
christian  duty  and  duty  sustained  by  principle  and   law.     Kndle.'ss 
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litigation  and  ceaseless  heart  burnings  would  bo  the  only  tangible 
result  of  an  attempt  to  cany  into  effect  the  Resolution  which  im- 
plies the  removal  of  King's  College  to  Halifax  ;  for  while  such  ac- 
tion would  'tisure  the  destruction  of  its  Koyal  Charter,  it  would 
also  engulph  its  benefactors'  munilicence  and  its  well-wisliers'  con- 
tributions in  complex  litigation  painfully  adverse  to  the  "  teaching 
and  discipline  of  the  Church." 

The  Counter-action. 

It  now  remains  to  consider  the  nature  of  that  counter-action 
which  the  facts  narrated  impose.  This  subject,  unfortunately,  brings 
to  the  front 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Brock,  M.  A.,  D,  D. 

Isaac  Brock,  M.  A.,  D.  D.,  is  President  of  King's  College  ;  he 

is  also  Professor  of  Divinity.     As  President  and  as  Professor  of 

Divinity,  upon  accepting  his  office  he  signed  this  Declaration  : — 

"I,  Isaac  Brock,  do  solemnly  declare  that  I  will  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  President,  (or  Professor  of  Divinity)  to  which  I  am  appoint- 
ed, according  to  the  Statutes  of  the  University  or  (Jollege  of  Windsor,  to 
the  best  of  my  judgment  and  abilities." 

President  Brock's  Conversion. 

President  Brock's  conversion  has  been  sudden  and  complete. 
On  Thursday,  the  28th  June,  he  declared  in  his  address  at  Convo- 
cation that,  "  Realizing,  as  I  do,  the  vital  connection  between  the 
Collef^'e  and  the  School  for  the  supply  of  its  students,  I  shall  look 
with  gieat  anxiety  to  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Willets'  successor." 
On  the  3rd  July,  or  in  five  days,  he  veered  round  and  suggested  the 
sale  of  King's  College  property  at  Windsor  to  the  Government  for 
an  Agricultural  Farm. 

This  proposition  coming  from  the  President  of  King's  College, 
is  so  extraordinary  that  the  separate  printed  reports  of  what  Presi- 
dent Brock  said  at  the  Synod  are  introduced. 

The  Halifax  Herald. 

"Of  course,  the  (Tovernors  would  be  met  with  the  difficulty  of  the  dis- 
posal of  their  large  and  valuable  College  property.  He  hatl  heard  a  hint 
of  a  possible  solution  of  that  question.     It  was  said  that  the  Government 
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contemplated  establishing  in  the  Flastern  Provinces  an  Agricultural  School 
aiinilar  to  that  existing  at  (iuelph,  and  which  had  done  so  much  for  tlie 
Agriculturists  of  Western  Canada.  King's  College  buildings  and  adjoining 
property  would  l)e  admirably  adapted  for  such  a  purpose.  There  were  the 
historical  a8sociati«)n8  sun-ounding  King's  College  that  endeared  it  to  many 
people,  and  made  them  cling  to  it ;  but  we  live  in  a  very  practical  age.  MV 
muxt  look  to  utility  rathtr  than  n.entimtnt.'" 

The  Halifax  Morning  Chronicle. 

"There  was  some  prospect  he  thought  of  disposing  of  tiie  College  lands 
at  Windsor.  It  was  a  matter  of  speculation  whether  the  (iovernnient 
might  not  buy  them  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  Agricultural  School. 
The  great  ([uestion  was  how  they  were  to  make  King's  College  more  useful. " 

President  Brock  proposed  to  sell  the  gifts  of  Benefactors,  the 
donations  of  the  Alumni,  the  Bequests  of  the  Dead,  the  heritage  of 
tJie  living,  the  accumulated  results  of  a  century  of  care  and  solici- 
tude on  the  part  of  Princes,  Governors,  Trustees,  Churchmen  and 
friends  of  religious  education.  He  "  looks  to  utility  rather  than 
sentiment." 

In  the  last  published  number  of  Kimfs  College  Record,  Presi- 
dent Brock's  .students  describe  "  Consolidation  "  as  **  a  euphemism 
for  Iconoclastic  Revolution." 

The  Statutes  of  the  UNivEttsiTV. 

When  the  Provincial  Legislature  granted  the  very  liberal  act 
of  incorporation  under  which  the  Governors  now  control  ih6  af- 
fairs of  the  University  and  College,  the  statutes  were  not  moulded 
in  the  year  1854  in  accordance  with  the  act.  The  act  gives  abso- 
lute power  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  I  saving  them  to  select  what- 
ever advantages  the  Charter  conferred  v  tbiiout  interfering  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act.  In  1875,  the  Statutes  were  again  professed- 
ly remodelled,  but  still  the  power  given  by  the  Provincial  act  to 
the  Board  of  Governors,  was  practically  transferred  to  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  who  was  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  endow- 
ed with  the  privilege  of  vetoing  the  Statutes,  Kulesand  Ordinances 
framed  by  themselves  ;  thus  annulling  the  powers  granted  by  the 
Provincial  Legislature. 

A  committee  to  revise  the  Statutes  has  been  appointed  for 
more  than  a  year,  but  it  cannot  report  until  i)roper  legal  opinion  has 
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hoen  taken  on  this  arxl  other  poiuts.  As  the  "Statutes,  now  stand, 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  pass  a  Statute,  and  it  maybe  forward- 
ed to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  allowance  or  disallowance 
as  the  liishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  who  is  President  of  the  IJoard,  may 
suggest  Further,  the  present  Stiitutes  define  a  College  wholly  dis- 
tinct from  the  College  now  existing.  Hence  the  necessity  for  a  re- 
modelling of  the  Startutes. 

The  Collegiate  School. 

At  the  present  moment  the  Governors  resident  in  Windsor  are 
a  dttly  appointed  committee  to  entiuire  into  matters  connected  with 
the  enlargement  of  the  Collegiate  School,  which  is  an  unusually 
successful  Institution  in  connection  with  King's  College.  The 
Board  have  ordered  to  be  published  far  and  wide  that  this  success- 
ful School  now  requires  a  Head-Master,  and  yet,  after  sanctioning 
these  proceedings,  certain  Halifax  members  of  the  Board  attempt 
to  stifle  the  life  of  this  vigorous  aid  to  wholesome  and  thorough 
education  by  joining  in  a  project,  (using  the  words  of  the  Educa- 
tional Report),  which  may  result  in  "  the  establishment  of  Colle- 
giate Schools  for  boys  and  girls,"  in  Halifax,  and  in  the  removal  of 
King's  College.  If  the  signers  of  this  *'  Educational  Report  "  want 
a  Collegiate  School  in  Halifax  why  do  they  not  subscribe  funds 
and  have  one  1  Why  destroy  King's  College,  and  stifle  the  Colle- 
gi itiC  School  at  Windsor  to*  secure  that  end  ?  In  the  circulars  dis- 
tributed by  the  committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  1871,  for 
the  object  of  securing  funds  to  erect  the  present  handsome  Colle- 
giate School  building,  it  was  styled  "  The  Collegiate  School  of 
King's  College,"  and  money  was  freely  given  on  this  understand- 
ing. Why  do  not  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Synod  go  and 
do  likewise  1 

The  Laity. 

It  is  with  regret  that  reference  has  now  to  be  made  to  the  pub- 
lished arguments  of  some  of  the  Laity  during  the  recent  discussion 
at  the  close  of  the  Synod's  meeting  in  Halifax,  on  the  3rd  of  July, 
1888.  Two  examples  will  suflice  to  show  the  value  of  the  irrespon- 
sible adverse  representations  made  in  Synod,  as  published  in  the 
Halifax  daily  papers.     It  it  because  they  are  made  in  Synod  and 
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published  that  they  must  be  answered,  and   that  they  are  noticed 

at  all. 

This  is  what  the  Herald  states  Dr   Slayter  said  : — 

"Dr.  Slayter  said  lie  had  giuduateil  at  King's  College,  and  had  also 
stmlied  a  year  in  Cambridge,  England.  He  therefore  claimed  tn  he  in  a 
position  to  know  what  college  life  should  he.  Years  ago  he  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  if  ever  an  Arts  course  should  he  swept  oH'  the  face  of  the 
earth,  it  was  the  Arts  course  at  Kings  College.  When  he  left  Halifax  to 
complete  his  studies  at  Cambridge,  lie  was  accompanied  by  six  fellow - 
students  at  King's.  Where  were  these  six  men  to-day?  They  were  all 
dead  ;  they  all  died  drunkards  -from  the  habit  of  drinking  learned  while 
at  King's  College,  Windsor.  (Sensation  and  cries  of  'oh!'  'oh  I')  Dr. 
Slayter  re-aftirmed  the  statement,  and  jiroceeded  to  argue  tiiat  things  were 
veiy  little  better  in  connection  with  t!ie  social  life  of  the  College  now. 
The  last  time  he  was  at  Windsor,  in  the  room  adjoining  his  at  tke  hotel 
were  three  students  spending  the  night  in  a  drunken  fr'olic.  Two  of  these 
youths  had  returned  to  Halifax,  a  curse  to  themselves  and  a  disgraci  to  their 
families.  As  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  di<lii't  pi-oiKise  to  spend  his  money 
witiiout  getting  its  full  benefit.  If  Kings  College  can't  give  . Si")  worth  fif 
«'du<  atiou  for  !j!5  and  Dalhousie  could,  he'd  send  his  sons  to  Dalhousie. 
And  as  far  as  his  (Dr.  Slayter's)  experience  went,  King's  couldn't  and  didn't 
give  §1  worth  of  value  for  .?o  paid.  Everything  at  King's  was  done  in  a 
superficial  way.  The  avercage  student  at  King's  was  not  nearly  so  well 
et|uipped  as  the  average  Dalhousian." 

This  is  what  the  Chronicle  states  Dr  Slavter  said  : — 

"Dr.  Slayter  would  like  to  say  something  from  a  lay  point  of  view. 
He  had  some  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject,  having  his  own  sons  to 
educate.  He  had  been  an  old  student  of  King's  and  afterwards  at  Cam- 
briilge.  He  knew  something  of  King's,  and  had  come  to  the  deliberate  con- 
clusion that  if  ever  there  was  an  Arts  College  that  ought  to  be  swept  off' the 
earth  that  College  was  King's.  Six  students  had  left  the  College  at  the 
same  time  that  he  did  himself.  Five  of  them  had  filled  drunkards' graves, 
and  they  had  contracted  the  drinking  habit  at  King's  College.  Tiie  last 
time  he  was  at  Windsor  three  students  occupied  the  next  room  to  him. 
They  were  all  as  drunk  as  they  could  be  and  still  preserve  power  to  indi- 
cate; consciousness.  The  College  was  not  only  deficient  from  a  moral  stand- 
point, but  the  education  furnished  was  of  an  exceedingly  superficial  character. 

"Having  been  connecte<l  with  the  medical  College  he  was  in  a  position 
to  say  that  the  students  from  King's  College  were  less  (lualified  to  pass  ex- 
amination in  scholarships  than  students  from  any  other  Colleges." 

Now  it  appears  from  the  Matricula  and  Calendar  of  King's 
College,  Windsor,  that  Dr.  Slayter  teas  never  a  student  at  King'€ — 
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notwithstaoding  the  statement  two  witnesses  publish  in  two  sepa- 
rate papers,  that  he  declared  in  Synod,  that  he  loas  an  "  old  student 
of  King^ei,"  and  that  he  graduated  there,  and  tliat  there  he  saw  and 
knew  six  fellow  students,  I'c.,  &c.,  and  that  they  lived  and  died 
drunkards.  An  awful  talc  for  a  medical  man  to  tell  of  six  fell oio- 
students,  if  even  remotely  true.  But — Dr.  Slayter  was  never  a  stu- 
dent at  King's,  and  he  could  not  have  seen  there  the  six  students  he 
describes.     His  Synod  tale,  if  properly  reported,  is  an  hallucination. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Hunt. 

Dr.  Hunt  made  the  following  remarks  in  Synod  according  to 

the  Halifax  Herald  : — 

"J.  J.  Hunt  declared  that  the  Church  coulthi't  support  its  clergy,  much 
less  a  College.  The  churches  were  supported,  not  by  the  parishioners,  but 
by  endowment  funds  from  al)road  and  missionary  grants  from  theoldcoun- 
iry  societies.  We  had  begged  but  had  not  builded.  We  had  Ijegged  long 
enough ;  too  long.  That's  why  the  Church  and  its  institutions  were  dead. 
Now  let  us  begin  to  support  ourselves.  Let's  leave  the  old  pile  of  buildings 
at  Win<lsor  with  its  ten  students  and  put  up  a  new  building  in  Halifax  tiiat 
would  accommodate  and  draw  1000  stuilents.  There  are  60,000  church 
people  in  Nova  Scotia  in  say  12,000  families,  sending  less  than  a  dozen  stu- 
dents to  their  royally  chartered  College." 

The  charm  of  Dr.  Hunt's  speech  is  its  logic.  He  says,  "  The 
Church  can't  support  its  clergy,  much  less  a  College, — let's  put  up 
a  building  in  Halifax  that  would  accommodate  and  draw  1000  stu- 
dents." 

It  is  unfortunately  necessary  to  notice  the  efforts  of  these  lay 
delegates,  citizens  of  Halifax.  Their  speeches  are  published,  and 
if  not  noticed,  people  would  be  liable  to  suppose  they  may  embody 
something  besides  hallucinations.  They  are  nothing  but  painful  at- 
tempts to  throw  a  cloud  over  a  University  which  has  given  nearly 
two  hundred  Clergymen  to  the  Church,  numerous  Judges  to  the 
Bench,  Legislative  Councillors  and  Legislators  to  the  Government, 
gallant  officers  to  the  army,  distinguished  ornaments  to  the  profes- 
sions, and  we  say  with  due  reverence,  has  trustingly  committed 
many  earthly  saints,  educated  within  her  walls,  to  the  mercy  of  God. 

These  two  lay  delegates,  who  are  reported  to  have  received 
their  training  in  Acadia  College,  are  advocating,  according  to  their 
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own  fashion,  views  concerning  "  Consolidation,"  not  entertained  by 
their  Alma  Mater  at  Wolfville. 

J'he  Clergy. 

Many  clergymen  and  numerous  churchmen,  with  in.sufficiont 
knowledge  of  the  history  of  King's  College,  appear  to  be  unaware 
that  for  a  period  of  94  year.s  out  of  the  99  years  of  the  life  of  the 
College,  it  has  been  under  the  domination  and  administrative  charge 
<jf  the  clergy.  The  work  it  has  accomplished  in  times  long  past  is 
not  sufficiently  recognized  by  the  clergy,  nor  is  their  duty  to  the 
College  after  they  have  received  its  degrees  duly  manifested. 

Forty  years  ago  the  following  paragraph  appeared  in  the  Re- 
port of  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge  : — 

"The  Bisliop  of  Nova  Sootia  made  a  communication  respecting  the  con- 
<lition  and  wantsof  this  Institution  (King's College).  He  stated  that  tliirty- 
seven  of  the  resident  Clergy  of  Nova  Scotia  had  lately  heen  assembled  :  of 
these  twenty-six  had  been  educated  at  King's  College." — ( Htport  lS4<'i, 
}ia(je  Jtl.) 

Since  that  time  the  number  of  clergy  trained  within  the  walls 
of  King's  College  has  increased  many-fold,  and  to  abandon  an  Alma 
Mater  which  has  nurtured  them  and  given  to  them  their  standing, 
is  not  creditable  to  the  Church  in  Nova  Scotia,  neither  is  it  consis- 
tent with  christian  sympathy,  or  natural  instinct,  for  very  many  of 
the  clergy  have  been  indebted  to  the  assistance  afforded  by  Divi- 
nity Scholarships  out  of  certain  King's  College  Trust  Funds  here- 
after noticed. 

Moreover,  the  responsibilities  of  the  cle.gy  are  specially  mani- 
fested in  the  present  condition  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College  where 
they  have  been  educated.  They  are  necessarily  familiar  with  those 
Statutes.  It  is  not  a  reproach  to  the  Governing  Body  of  the  In- 
stitution as  a  whole,  to  state  that  the  Statutes  define  a  College 
wholly  distinct  from  that  which  exists,  and  distinct  from  the  Col- 
lege in  which  the  clei-gy  were  trained.  Ineffectual  lay  attempts  have 
been  made  from  t  le  to  time  to  remedy  this  defect,  and  have  been 
met  with  surprising  laxity  or  inertness  by  those  who  should 
have  urged  the  consideration  of  the  matter.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  College  has  been  so  largely  as- 
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Biimecl  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  during  ihe  generation  that  ha? 
just  past,  that  the  i»3spon.si))ility  of  much  of  Jio  present  Status  of 
the  Institution  rests  with  the  clfrical  element  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. This  statement  is  re^'retfully  nuvde,  but  it  is  sufficitntly 
patent  to  those  who  anj  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Governing' 
Body,  or  who  choose  to  study  its  affairs. 

The  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Board  ex  officio,  is  a  ]jermau- 
snt  element  of  the  Board,  the  remaining  Governors  are  continually 
changing  elements  by  annual  election.  It  is  the  sole  function  of 
the  Bishop,  as  Visitor,  tc  see  that  the  Statutes  are  observed,  yet  the 
College  at  the  present  day  is  distinct  from  what  the  Statutes  solemn- 
ly prescribe. 

The  Position  of  the  Clerical  Assenting  Voters  of  the  Synoi». 

The  inconsiderate  Kesolution  of  the  Synod  deals  with  the 
Chartered  rights  and  the  Trust  Funds  of  an  Institution  over  which 
that  body  has  no  control,  and  in  express  contradiction  to  the  ''Origi- 
nal Declaration  OF  Principles"  adopted  by  the  Synod  at  its  incep- 
iicn,  and  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  clause  II.  of  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration of  the  Synod. 

The  Synod  had  previously  interfered  by  Canon,  (Can.  III.) 
ordaining  that  the  Visitor  of  the  University,  who  is  also  Chairman 
of  the  Synod,  shall  assume  powers  in  the  University  contrary  to  the 
Statutes,  (Cap.  I.  Sec.  4,)  (Cap.  V.  Sec.  9),  and  in  violation  of  the 
Provincial  Act  and  the  Charter,  which  give  to  tho  Governors 
alone  the  powers  sought  to  be  assumed,  and  to  no  other  per- 
son or  persons.  In  etfect  the  Synod  has  also  ordained  by  the  same 
Canon  ihat  its  Chairman  s.hall  violat-^  the  Statute  which  regulates 
his  function  as  Visitor  of  the  University,  (Cap.  I,  Sec.  2),  which 
functions  the  late  Visitor  expressly  formulated  in  a  public  notice 
posted  in  the  College  Hall  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1871,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

"HiBBERT,  BY  DiVINE  PERMISSION,  BiSHOP  OF  NoVA  SCOTIA. 

"  To  the  Premdent,   Pro/eM^ont,  and  Studtntx  of  Kiwfs  College,  Wind'^or, 
^'■Ore.etiiitf: — 

"Whereas,  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  King's  College,  it  is  enacted 
"that  the  Lord  Biahop  <A  Nova  Scotia  »hall  always  be  tx-officio  Visitor 
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"tliereof,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  Visitor  lieing  more  pattirnliirly 
"<lefined  l)y  the  Statutes  of  tlie  said  College,  Caj).  I,  Sec.  '2,  ami  whereas  a 
"re(iui8ition  has  been  aildressed  to  us  l>y  three  (iovernors  of  the  said  Col- 
"lege,  complaining  of  the  infringement  of  certain  Statutes,  of  laxity  of  i!  j- 
"cipline,  and  of  neglect,  wherelty,  &o.,  &c." 

Further,  the  Synod  by  ita  inconsiderate  Tlesolution  of  the  3rd 
of  July,  implicates  the  clerical  members  who  voted  for  that  lieso- 
lution  in  a  violation,  doubtU'ss  unrecognized  at  the  time,  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Canon  II,  which  solemnly  binds  all  clergymen,  on  receipt 
of  their  license,  to  assent  to  and  abide  l)y  the  Canons  of  their  own 
Synod — therefore  among  these.  Canon  III.  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova 
Scotia,  which  knows  no  other  College  than  King's  College,  Wind- 
sor. This  Institution,  the  clerical  voters  in  favor  of  the  Kcsolution, 
and  the  clerical  signers  of  the  Educational  Report,  (1)  virtually  sock 
to  remove  to  Halifax,  to  nullify  Canon  III.  they  have  bound  them- 
selves to  respect,  and  to  aid  in  appropriating  the  Endowments,  the 
Ilenefactors'  Gifts,  the  Ketpiests  and  numerous  other  Sacred  Trusts 
of  the  University  of  King's  College,  Windso". 

The  duty  of  the  clergy  towards  King's  College  was  so  strongly 
l)ut  six  months  ago,  by  the  liev.  F.  Partridge,  D.  D.,  Clerical 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  elected  by  the  Synod,  that  it  must  carry 
conviction  to  all  true  clerical  friends  of  the  Church. 

The  Clerical  Secretary  of  the  Synod  says  : — (2) 

"A  churchman  wht  will  not  do  his  utmost  for  the  advancement  and  im- 
provement of  King's  College,  ix  nudemrinnif  of  thy'',  name..  Whatever  his 
past  opinions  or  judgment  of  it,  no  question  can  arise  as  to  its  right  to  be 
invigorated  with  the  strength  of  the  United  Church.  Governors  and 
Faculty  must  be  appointed  in  whom  the  Church  has  confidence,  and  then 
nlloived  to  carry  out  thtir  plam.  The  (question  of  the  Federation  of  the 
College  with  any  existing  Institution  has  received  its  quietus.  The  Church 
must  now  make  it,  what  it  has  never  yet  been,  her  real  child.  It  has  been 
the  child  of  the  Motherland  and  the  State,  but  never  yet  of  the  Church. 
As  soon  as  it  liecomes  such  its  future  is  assured." 

(1)  It  is  noteworthy  that  out  of  twelve  members  composing  the  Committee  on 
Education  appointed  by  the  Synod,  only  seven  signed  the  Report  presented.  Of 
these  seven,  two  recognize  as  their  Alma  Mater,  Acadia  College,  Wolfville— a  suc- 
(•essf ul  Baptist  College  and  Seminary.    Three  hail  from  King's  College,  Windsor. 

(2)  The  Church  of  England— Its  position  and  prospects  in  Nova  Scotia.  By  the 
Rev.  Francis  Partridge,  D  D.  Christmas,  1887. 
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The  "A'lsiTou's  Fcnd." 

The  ]}i.shoi)  of  Novii  .Scotia  holds  tlic  throe-fokl  office  of  Visi- 
tor, Pre.si(h;nt  of  tlio  P)oar(l  of  Governors,  and  T.isliop  of  the  Diocese. 
To  him  the  clergy  are  bound  by  tlio  oath  of  Cauonicpl  obedience. 

The  Visitor  of  King's  College  has  always,  hitherto  assumed  the 
solo  control  of  the  charge  and  disl)ursemeut  of  donated  Divinity 
Scholarships,  and  donated  Colhigiate  School  Exhibitions,  &c.,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  sons  of  the  clergy.  The  accumulated  surplus  of  these 
unexpended  Scholarships  ami  Exhibitions,  &c.,  now  amounts  toabolit 
Fifty  Tiiou«and  Dollahs.  Information  respecting  the  magnitude 
of  this  fund  and  the  dis^)ositiou  of  the  securities,  was  first  given  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  about  throe  years  ago,  after  much  pleading  a;.! 
long  continued  protest.  No  information  is  in  the  jiossessiun  of  tlu* 
lioard  respecting  the  accumulation  of  this  Fund,  or  its  periodical 
investment  during  a  term  of  forty  years,  or  the  respective  propor- 
tions belonging  to  King's  College  and  the  Collegiaf .;  School.  (1)     * 

It  is  contended  that  Trust  money  first  given  annually  for  the 
benefit  of  Divinity  Students  at  King's  Colleg-?,  Windsor,  or  to  the 
sons  of  the  clergy  educated  at  tht  Collegiate  School,  Windsor,  and 
accumulated  during  many  years,  because  ttnapjdled,  can  not  be 
alienated  f:'om  Institutions  to  which  it  was  donated  in  Trust,  with 
the  sole  object  of  enabling  these  Institutions  to  fulfil  their  mission 
in  the  service  of  the  Church. 

It  is  further  contended  that  all  Divinity  Students  to  whom 
Canon  III.  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia  applies, 
come  under  the  purview  of  the  Hoard  of  Governors  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  College,  and  that  the  Synod  has  no  authority  over  them, 
and  no  power  to  ordain  Canons  on  their  behalf,  as  long  as  they  re- 
main in  statu  pupillari,  and  that  the  Synod  possesses  no  right,  as  ex- 
pressly stated  in  its  Act  of  Incorporation,  hereafter  referi,  d  to,  to 
interfere  with  other  corporate  bodies.  It  may  recommend,  but  it 
cannot  ordain,  or  enact.  What  right  has  the  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia 
over  New  Brunswick  Divinity  Students  in  King's  College]     The 

(1)  In  the  addreofl  of  the  late  Biohop  of  Nova  Scotia  to  the  Synod,  July  l»t,  !8S(>, 
hi8  Lordship  stated  as  follows  :—>' We  are  able,  through  the  liberality  of  the  venerable 
».  P.  G.  in  past  years,  Dr.  Warneford,  t'e  late  Charles  Ingll»»,  son  of  my  predecessor, 
and  others, '    proTide  abundant  help  lor  Dlvluity  Students,  &c  ,  &o.

Divinity  students  take  an  Arts  coiirso  ftt  King's.  Muny  ot 
them  find  homes  within  tlie  CoUogo  walla.  Many  of  them  are  given 
Nominations,  which  enable  tiicni  to  attend  all  lectures  in  Arts  with- 
«'  it  charge.  They  enjoy  the  advantages  of  an  Alma  Mater's  protec- 
tion, and  at  the  conclusion  of  their  College  courst!  they  receiv((  with 
thankfulness  the  dignity  and  juivileges  which  (legrees  and  lionors 
conferred  under  a  Jfoyal  Charter  are  jealously  claimed  to  carry  with 
them.  It  may  be  justly  asked  :  Can  those  who  have  enjoyed  these 
l)rivileges,  conscientiously  soek,  as  clergymen,  to  alienate  the  Trust 
Funcis  and  destroy  the  Institutiijns  which  have  conduced  to  make 
them  what  they  are  ? 

Sons  of  clergymen  prior  and  subsequent  to  the  year  18G4,  en- 
joyed at  the  Collegiate  School  for  uiiny  years  the  proceeds  of  si.K 
exhibitions,  each  held  for  three  years,  and  having  an  annual  value 
uf  SGO.  Nothing  is  known  to  the  Governors  of  the  accumulation 
arising  from  unapplied  exhi])itious.  or  its  present  disposition.  It  is 
supposed  to  be  included  in  the  "Visitor's  Fund."  The  whole  mat- 
ter of  the  so-called  "  Visitor's  Fund  "  is  complex,  and  very  unsatis- 
factory.    It  mu.st  receive  unfettered  and  exhaustive  scrutiny. 

The  Kf.solutiox  of  the  Synod  Inoperative. 

The  Resolution  oT  the  Synod,  if  carried  out,  would  annul  the 
second  and  third  clauses  of  Canon  III.  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
of  Nova  Scotia.  It  is  therefore  inoperative,  on  the  ground  stated 
in  Section  17  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod,  and  a  vote  in  con- 
firmation, cannot  be  taken  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  until 
the  next  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Synod  takes  place.  When  this 
incompatible  Resolution  is  proposed  for  confirmation  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Synod,  it  cannot  be  amended,  according  to  Section 
14  of  the  Rules  for  the  Preservation  of  Order. 

The  Synod  of  ^^ova  Scotia,  like  the  Synod  of  Fredericton,  or 
the  Synod  of  Ne  vfotni'iland,  can  only  act  in  matters  affecting  King's 
College,  through  M    ;dpre8entative8  on  the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  Position  of  the  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia. 
The  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia,  incorporated  in  1863,  as- 
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BuniGH  to  control  liy  its  Canons  nnd  riesolutions  an  in«lop(n(U'nt 
Collof,'iiitij  Ilody  r(;-incorporat(!(l  in  1852,  holding  s\  IJuynl  ('liaittT 
for  80  yi-iftrs,  and  tlirougli  its  own  Hoard  of  Govornors  iio.ssoHsing  ])y 
Act  of  tlio  LegiHlaturo,  power  "to  inako  and  »^Htablisl»  such  Statutes 
and  ()rdinanc(;s,  i^'c,  iKrc,"  touching  any  matter  or  thing  respecting 
the  College  which  to  tlivm  ukall  tseeni  meet. 

Clause  ir.  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Synod  f(#rbids  the 

Synod  to  scjck  to  control  or  atVect  in  any  way,  any  of  tin;  rights  ami 

privileges  enjoyed  by  other  corporations.     This  is  Clause  II.  in  the 

Act  of  Incorporation  : — 

"Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  to  abridge  or  affect  in  any 
"way  the  rights  or  privileges  of  any  person  or  persons  not  being  inunil)era 
"of  tlie  said  Synod,  nou  ok  ANV  CoKi'uHATioss,  nor  HJiall  extend  in  any 
"manner  to  confer  any  spiritual  jurisdiction  or  ecclesiastical  rights  what- 
"soever  uiM)n  the  said  Synod  or  their  successors."  (1) 

The  original  Declaration  of  Principles  by  the  Diocesan  Synod 

of  Nova  Scotia  embodied  this  clause  : — 

"It  is  our  earnest  wish  and  determination  to  confine  our  deliberutions 
nd  actions  to  rnnfttrn  of  JJi'^ri/iline  to  the  Itm/ioralitits  of  the  Church,  and 
to  such  reijiUalions  of  order  as  may  tend  taher  efficiency  and  extension." 

The  clergy  of  Nova  Scotia  are  bound  by  Canon  II.  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Synod,  (which  body  includes  in  its  supervision  all  Church- 
Hien  east  of  Manitoba,)  to  subscribe  and  assent  to  the  Canons  of 
the  Provincial  Synod  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  clergy  of  Nova  Scotia  are  bound  to  the  Bishop  of  Nova 
Scotia  by  the  oath  of  Canonical  obedience. 

The  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  is  ex  officio  the  chief  officer  of  the 
Synod,  and  all  Acts  and  liesolutions  must  have  the  concurrent  con- 
sent of  the  three  Houses — Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity. 

(1)  NoTK.— This  vote  of  the  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia  has  a  far  wider 
bearing;  than  meets  the  eye  of  thofe  who  are  not  iamillur  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
Pkovincial  ^yDod  and  the  different  Church  Colleges  in  the  Eccleslnstical  Province 
of  Canada.  If  its  provisions  were  carried  out,  it  would  arrest  progress  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  tor  Divinity  Degrees  within 
the  £ccle»iastical  Province  of  Canada,  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors  of  King's  College.  It  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  this  relation  that  &l\  the  seven 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Education  who  signed  the  Report,  are  elect^^d  delegates 
or  substitutes  to  the  next  Provincial  Synod,  when  the  Report  of  the  Jommitt'-e  con- 
cerning Divinity  Degrees  will  come  to  the  trout. 
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CON'CU'SIOX. 

From  the  premises  recited  it  is  clear  that  the  Oovornors  of 
King's  College,  and  its  adjunct  the  Collegiate  School,  have  but  one 
course  to  pursue,  whatever  may  be  the  line  of  action  chosen  by  some 
faithh'ss  allies.  They  must  fulfil  the  obligations  imposi.'il  on  them 
by  the  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Govinuors  of  King's  College,  Wind- 
sor. They  juust  watch  over  and  guard  its  endowments  :  they  must 
niiiinlivin  byall  legal  means  its  rights  and  j)rivilcges  ;  they  must  simi- 
larly protect  its  j)roperty  ;  they  mu.st  preserve  intact  for  those  who 
succeed  them,  tlu^  Tru.sts  received  from  their  predecessors ;  and  they 
.;!  'st  fence  the  reputation  and  good  name  of  the  University  of 
Aing's  College,  Windsor,  from  the  a.ssaults  of  envenomed  lips. 

liut  they  must  do  more  than  this  ;  they  must  insist  on  such  re- 
modelling of  its  Statutes  as  the  Provincial  Act  allows,  in  order  to 
ndajit  them  to  the  clianged  condition  of  things,  and  at  the  same  time 
secure  complete  and  raj)id  supervision  over  the  general  affairs  of  the 
I.'niversity  and  College.  In  the  internal  management  of  Collegiate 
affairs  they  must  enforce  strict  adherence  to  correct  PHiN'CirLE.s,  and 
assert  and  maintain  the  claims  of  christian  duty  and  religious  culture 
over  tlie  promptings  of  cla.ss  or  self-interest,  and  the  specious  cry  of 
*'  Utility  versus  Sentiment." 

Great  injury  has  already  l)ecn  done  to  King's  College,  winch 
the  Governors  and  its  friends  will  require  time  to  repair.  Incor- 
rect views  and  reasons  have  been  officially  disseminated  concerning 
the  advantages  of  Consolidation,  by  which  men's  minds  have  been 
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
